Grace Baptist pastor asks city council to not promote alcohol

Grace Baptist Church Pastor Robert 
White again asked the Belleville City 
Council not to promote alcohol use in the 
city park next to his church. 

He spoke at the council’s regular meeting 
on Monday and began his remarks after 
former Mayor Tom Fielder announced 
that alcohol was the single greatest abused 
substance out there, above the addictive 
drugs. Fielder said that was announced at 
the Detroit Wayne Mental Health Authority 
meeting he attended earlier that day. 

The subject was not on the original 
agenda, but Mayor Pro-Tem Ken Voigt 
requested adding a discussion of the 
Designated Outdoor Refreshment Area 
(DORA) now in place. This was so Pastor 
White could give his views. 

“Pastor White has expressed concerns 
about his church,” Voigt said. “It is a bit 
cumbersome to change the borders of 
DORA. It’s quite a lot of work. And there 
are three new licenses on Liberty Street 
that are requesting DORA.” 

Pastor White stood and said that the 
Methodist Church supports his comments 
that were reported in the Independent from 
a previous meeting. 

He said he wants to go back to what 
Fielder reported about the dangers of 
alcohol. He said it is a mystery to him why 
the city would support the use of alcohol. 

Under state law, those businesses with 
liquor licenses can request certification to 
sell liquor in specially marked cups that 
people can drink in districts laid out by 
the municipality, drinking while walking 


around outside. The recent enactment of 
an expanded DORA district includes all 
of Horizon Park, which borders Pastor 
White’s home and church. 

Pastor White said the previous Tuesday, 
it was 90 degrees and the park was full of 
people enjoying the park, boats on the lake, 
people on the island, small kids, babies in 
the park, thoroughly enjoying the safety 
and what the city has provided. He said 
there is Music on the Lake where 200-250 
people come (“We counted.”’) to enjoy the 
music. 

“I just don’t understand why we need 
alcohol in the park,” he said. “The park 
was off limits for alcohol and now we’re 
putting it in.” He said the district goes up 
High Street and down Roys Street back to 
Main and it is across his yard. 

He questioned what would keep people 
from taking their special cups and refilling 
them from other sources until they get 
drunk. 

“Why are we enhancing that?” he asked, 
noting that the library is completed and 
kids are using the library and then going 
from the library to the park through his 
yard. He’s asked them to use the alley 
instead. He said the alcohol at the park is a 
danger to them. 

He said he can see the district going to 
Johnny’s and the restrooms, but not the 
park. 

Voigt explained that DORA was generated 
during the pandemic to help the restaurants 
with bars. Mayor Kerreen Conley said 
Belleville was the first place in the state to 
get a DORA. It has a sunset and the DORA 
law will go away if the legislature does not 


extend it. 

City Manager/Police Chief Dave 
Robinson said the legislature is considering 
making it permanent because it has brought 
no problems. He said since DORA was 
enacted his department has not issued one 
citation for anyone, no disorderly people. 
He said his reserve officers are out there 
and there have been no problems. 

“I very much respect your comments, 
Pastor,” said Chief Robinson. “If someone 
wants to come to Music Lakeside with a 
drink, they won’t be able to do that without 
DORA. I appreciate churches. We don’t let 
people litter, but we’re not always there.” 

He said the issue for him is what do the 
constituents want. Robinson said that he’s 
not implying the pastor’s words shouldn’t 
be taken into consideration, but the city is 
not having problems with DORA. 

Councilwoman Amy Henry said 
eliminating DORA from the park would 
hurt Lake Fest. 

“A man does not become a drunk if he 
doesn’t take the first drink,’ Pastor White 
said. “We started the DORA district to help 
the restaurants with bars. Why do we need 
to support them now? They are packed 
with people.” 

He said they have had DORA for two 
years and 13 years of Music Lakeside at 
the park that drew crowds. 

“We don’t need liquor to draw them 

.. We’re taking baby steps right now ... 
we’re opening up to alcohol ... a situation 
where we’re providing alcohol for people 
to do this...” 

Councilwoman Henry asked if Pastor 
White was upset with St. Anthony for

having alcohol at the Strawberry Festival 
and he said he was. 

“I’m against alcohol,” he said, noting 
he has seen families ruined. “I’m upset 
with St. Anthony as far as providing it at 
Strawberry Festival.” 

After more discussion, it was noted the 
city wouldn’t seek to change the DORA 
district until after the three bars in the 
new shopping center near the bridge have 
their approvals from the state and that 
is expected in June. Then they will go 
through the complex process of changing 
the borders to include them and other 
changes could be considered. 

In other business at Monday’s one-hour- 
and-21-minute meeting, the council: 

e Presented separate proclamations 
honoring the police and public service 
departments and passed resolutions naming 
May 15-21 as Police Week in Belleville 
and May 1-7 as Public Service Recognition 
Week; 

e Heard the Mayor announce that the 
city missed the deadline for the August 
election of a charter commission and this 
will go on the November ballot. She said 
they still need residents to agree to work 
on the charter and be put on that ballot for 
election. The last charter was dated 1985; 

e Heard City Manager/Police Chief 
Robinson report that all the remediation 
is done on the building next door and 
there is no roof on it. DPW director Rick 
Rutherford said the demolition permit 
was issued earlier that day and they had 
filled three dumpsters a day as the workers 
cleared it out readying for demolition;

He said he lives next to Horizon Park and 
people enjoy sitting next to the lake and 
watching the sunset while they picnic and 
play. He said it’s the only place in Belleville 
folks can sit as a family and enjoy the water, 
enjoy the sunset. 

When it was explained the state allows 
the DORA district, he asked if the state 
is making the rules in Belleville. He said 
Music Lakeside has drawn large crowds for 
the 13 years without alcohol. Alcohol isn’t 
needed to encourage people to come. 

He isn’t through preaching to the city to 
save its soul.

COVID-19 deaths 
inch up to 131 in 48111, 
positive tests total 9,405 


The total number of people who have 
died from COVID-19 in the 48111 zip 
code inched up to 131 as of Monday, May

The positive tests for COVID-19 in 48111 
totaled 9,405 on Monday, May 16, up from 
9,240 on Monday, May 9.

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Court Watching: 
Casas bound over on 


charges of kidnapping 2 
from Tyler Elementary

Joe Alex Casas, 30, of Van Buren Township was 
bound over to circuit court for trial following a live 
preliminary exam on May 11 before 34" District 
Court Judge Brian A. Oakley. 

Casas is scheduled for a May 25 arraignment 
on the information at the Frank Murphy Hall of 
Justice in Detroit. He remains in the Wayne County 
Jail on cash bond of $250,000. 

The Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office had 
charged Casas with: 

e Two felony counts of kidnapping — child 
enticement, with a penalty of life or any term of 
years; 

e Three felony counts of unlawful imprisonment, 
with a penalty of 15 years and/or $20,000; 

e One felony count of assault with a dangerous 
weapon (felonious assault), with a penalty of 4 
years and/or $2,000; 

e One count of domestic violence: 93- day 
misdemeanor and/or $500; and 

e Habitual offender — fourth offense notice. 
The maximum penalty cannot be less than 
the maximum term for the first conviction. 

A live preliminary exam was held May 11 before 
Judge Oakley. Casas’ live-in girlfriend, who is 
carrying his child, testified at length about how she 
had put together a plan to get away from him. But 
her plan failed when he took her two children — her 
nine-year-old daughter and her seven-year-old son 
-- from Tyler Elementary School to keep her from 
leaving. 

The mother testified that she and her two children 
had been with Casas for three years. She said they 
lived in a house in the 6000 block of Haggerty 
Road in a house owned by his boss. 

She said she did not have a job or a driver’s 
license and did not drive. She said Tyler Elementary 
School gave backpacks to her children and gave a 
gift card from Meijer to spend on food when Casas 
was without work. 

She testified that she and Casas would take the 
children to school together and he rarely was alone 
with them. She said the emergency form for the 
children listed him as Joe Hernandez, an alias. 

She said it all started the evening of Feb. 14 when 
she told her son to take a shower and Casas bullied 
the boy. She said she told Casas not to bully the 
boy and an argument began that lasted into the next 
day when he wouldn’t let the kids go to school. 
She said he was yelling and put a hole in the wall 
with his fist. 

She testified he told them nobody is leaving the 
house and he stood in front of the home’s only 
door. She said he grabbed her by the arm and put 
her on the couch. 


She testified he told her children he was going to 
cut her head off and bury her in the back yard so 
no one would ever find her. She said he had a sharp 
machete that he kept on the TV set and moved to 
the couch. 

The mother testified her phone didn’t have any 
service, but her mother bought her son a phone 
and she hid it from Casas. She said on Feb. 15 
everybody stayed home all day and she came up 
with a plan. 

On Feb. 16, she said she had been spotting blood 
and she already had lost a baby by Casas, so she 
said she didn’t feel well and asked him to take 
the children to school by himself. She said she 
watched out the window to make sure he left and 
then put on her shoes and started walking. She said 
she went to the little factory across the road. 

She testified that Casas left about 8:45 a.m. and 
she started walking at 8:50 a.m. She said she called 
the school to make sure the children were there and 
told them not to let her children leave with anyone 
else, especially him. 

She said she had received a card with money on 
it for child support and she planned to call an Uber 
and go pick up the children herself and then go to a 
shelter in Pontiac where a room had been reserved 
for them. 

She said she saw him return to the empty house 
and then leave again. 

Then, she got a text message from Casas telling 
her that she was stupid and he has the kids. 

“T called the school and they said he just picked 
up the kids,” she said, adding he had told them the 
girl had a doctor’s appointment, which she didn’t. 

“T started freaking out and calling him and text 
messaging telling him to bring back the kids,” she 
testified. She said he told her she was going to have 
to come back. 

She said she had the school on the line and she 
was on the phone with the cops. They wanted a 
description of the car, what the kids were wearing, 
and who he was. 

“I’m looking at the house from a distance and 
he’s not pulling in,” she said. The cops came and 
picked her up at the little factory place and took 
her to the station. 

“I was in the patrol car and he called me and 
passed the phone to my son. He said, ‘Mommy, 
I’m OK.’ I was scared he would take them away, 
to another state, we’re so close to Ohio, or out of 
the country,” she testified. She said he told her he 
was taking them to Ann Arbor to get the bunk beds 
through Craig’s List. 

He had a cell phone that only worked with wifi 
and it sounded in the background like he was at 
Meijer or Walmart, she said. He said they were 
getting toys, but she knew he didn’t have any 
money. 

“He had threatened taking them away many 
times,” she said. 

When asked if she went to the hospital, she said 
there was no need. She said she was crampy and 
bled, but there was only a bruise on her arm. 

“Tf I stay in this relationship, I would lose another 
baby because he would throw me around,” she

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said. “We already lost one and he didn’t care. He 
didn’t care.” 

She said the school principal expressed regret 
on what happened and she was worried about the 
children. “She apologized, making sure the kids 
were OK,” she testified. 

Defense attorney Earl Washington pointed out 
that in a letter to Casas she 
told him she still loved him 
and asked him to forgive 
her for leaving. 

She said she loved 
him because he was the 
father of the child she was 
carrying, but, “I gotta be a 
mom, rather than a woman 
or wife. If I stayed, there 
would be another baby. 
I’m more of a mom than a 
woman.” 

The second witness was Tyler Elementary 
School Principal Aleisa Pitt, who testified she had 
been with the Van Buren Public School district for 
43 years, 15 as principal of Tyler. She explained 
the pick-up policy and the list compiled of those 
allowed to pick up children. She said adults were 
not allowed in the building and a person would 
use the buzzer to call someone to the door. She 
said the secretary answers and if the person is not 
recognized, refuses entry. 

Pitt testified that school starts at 9:15 a.m. and 
between 9:30 and 9:45 a.m., Hernandez pushed 
the buzzer. She said she was in the hallway, so she 
answered the door and he spoke to her and said the 
kids had an appointment. She couldn’t remember 
what kind. She said she recognized him. She got 
the kids and he took them. Then, she said, she 
went around to all the rooms, stopping to say good 
morning in each room before heading back to the 
office. 

She testified that when she got back to the office, 
her secretary said, “We have a problem.” The 
mother had said no one should pick them up. The 
mother called the police and Pitt said she called 
the police. The police came for a printout and the 
second time police came back they said he had a 
different name than Hernandez. 

“I was worried about the children. Something’s 
not right. I recognized him and he addressed me by 


Casas 
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my name,” she testified and then identified Casas 
in the courtroom. 

Under cross-examination, Washington asked Pitt 
about the camera at the door. She replied that the 
secretary or herself have to go to open the door 
and there is no camera at the door. She said they 
do have an office hallway camera, but you can’t 
see the front door. 

A VBT Police Officer testified that he answered 
a report from the principal that two children 
were removed from the school by the mother’s 
boyfriend, who called after they were gone. He 
said they broadcast the description of the car as a 
red Subaru with a Florida tag and a Canton officer 
initiated a traffic stop. The officer said he took 
Casas into custody. He did not take custody of the 
children but testified they did not look distressed. 

He said he took Casas to the police station and 
read him his Miranda Rights. The officer said 
Casas said he picked up the kids because he was 
concerned about how the kids would get home 
since their mother was not at home. 

Judge Oakley bound Casas over on all the 
charges to the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice and 
continued the bond. Judge Oakley referred him to 
pretrial services for a bond review, as requested by 
his attorney.

After a lengthy discussion at the workshop 
session of the Sumpter Township Board of 
Trustees on May 10, the board voted in regular 
session to approve selling township properties 
by auction, but to go over the list first and have 
the board approve it before start of the auction 
process. 

Trustee Peggy Morgan cast the only no vote. 
Treasurer Vincent Warren and Trustee Don 
LaPorte were absent. 

During the workshop session, Trustee 
Morgan suggested using a real estate agent to 
sell the properties and said she had talked to 
Glenn Silvenis of Remax, but Supervisor Tim 
Bowman was set on using Braun & Helmer

A group of township officials planned to 
meet at 5:30 p.m. before the May 19 planning 
commission meeting to make sure the properties 
were good to go. 

The original list of properties given to the 
board by the supervisor’s office had included 
the land just south of the township hall and also 
the adjoining land north of the township hall to 
be sold. When that was pointed out, everyone 
agreed those properties adjoining township hall 
should be retained. 

Trustee Matthew Oddy said he asked the 
supervisor’s assistant Karen Woodington to 
provide maps of the properties on the list to

lots next to each other should be combined first 
because people can’t build on 80” lots. 

“They can combine them,” Supervisor 
Bowman said of the property purchasers. 

“Some can’t be combined,” Trustee Oddy 
said, adding that two, too-short lots could 
be combined and then split in two to sell as 
buildable lots. He said they should sell in as 
full compliance with the township ordinance as 
possible. 

Trustee Morgan said Remax said some of the 
lots are in wetlands and they have to keep that in 
mind. A purchaser would pay the realtor’s fees, 
she noted. 

“Same with the auctioneer,” Bowman said. 

“T think the net would be very close to the 
same,” Oddy said. 

“I’m concerned about having a clear title,” 
said Clerk Esther Hurst. 

Township attorney Rob Young said the land 
was quick-claimed because of taxes and came 
from the DNR or county. 

“We don’t get into that,” Young said, noting 
the last two properties the township sold didn’t 
have that. “We’re not guaranteeing anything. 
But, if there’s a problem we know of, we have 
to tell them ... What we have is what they get 

.. In the past we tried title work and it wasn’t 
cost-effective ... You certainly don’t want to 
lose money ... It matters not to me if we do 
auction or real estate ... Whichever way you go, 
would be OK.” 

Details were discussed and then it was taken 
off the table for action at that regular meeting so 
the list could be scrutinized before auctioning 
began. 

In other business at the May 10 meeting, the 
board: 

e Approved outfitting the new Ford Police 
Interceptor Utility vehicle through Herkimer 
Radio at a total cost of $9,517.60. Public Safety 
Director/Police Chief Eric Luke explained that 
this vehicle was ordered a year ago and just 
came in. While in the past they have been able 
to move some of the equipment from the old 
vehicle to the new one without a problem, now 
things have changed and sizes are different. 
He said they have funds from the auctions and 
forfeitures to cover the cost; and 

e Heard resident Mary Ban comment on the 
beautiful blacktop in the Willis/Harris roads.

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VBT DDA considers options for 
left-turn signal at Tyler/Belleville

After Van Buren Township Trustee Kevin 
Martin asked the board to look into a left-turn 
signal at the corner of Belleville and Tyler 
roads, at its Feb. 1 meeting, the board approved 
a $6,500 engineering study of the corner and 
asked the county for a study, as well. 

At the township board meeting earlier this year, 
Trustee Martin recounted all the close calls he 
has witnessed at that corner and the debris from 
accidents he had seen there in the roadway. He 
suggested left-turn signals could avert serious 
injuries at that corner. 

At its regular meeting on April 26, the VBT 
Downtown Development Authority discussed 
the six-page “Left-Turn Phasing at Belleville 
Road and Tyler Road” memo prepared by Kyle 
Reidsma of Fishbeck, the engineering consultant 
for the township. 

Wayne County had reported its study showed 
the intersection hadn’t met criteria for the county 
to put in a left-turn signal because it didn’t meet 
the crash numbers. However, there is a visibility 
issue because Belleville Road is slightly out of 
line north of Tyler Road. 

DDA Executive Director Susan Ireland 
reported in a memo to the DDA that Fishbeck 
found that crash history and left-turn delay 
criteria were not met. 

“They do concur that there are sight distance 
deficiencies on the northbound lane turning left 
to Tyler Road,” she said. 

“This will generally dictate that a ‘protected- 
only’ left turn phasing should be used. Meaning, 
left turning traffic would only be able to turn on 
a green arrow, however, the analysis resulted 
in a substantial increase in delay for north and 
southbound traffic,” she said. 

She said there is some value in speaking with 
the Traffic Division at Wayne County to try to 
find a resolution. She said the person involved 
had been on vacation and she had been unable

to contact him. 

“Staff would anticipate if we can find a 
solution the expense to the DDA would not be 
cost-prohibitive,” Ireland concluded. 

“I was going to ask you to buy it,” said 
Township Supervisor Kevin McNamara, who 
sits on the DDA board. 

DDA secretary Chris Brown said the impact 
of a delay for a “protected-only” turn could be 
more destructive and there is a potential for 
more accidents. 

“What if it makes it worse?” asked DDA 
member Vincent DeLibera. 

“It would have to be a hard stop to make a 
left,” Supervisor McNamara said of the current 
suggestion. 

DeLibera said there would be a lot of backup, 
and cars waiting are wasting fuel. 

McNamara said when Ireland gets the direct 
number for the “signal guy” at the county, he 
will call him and talk to him. 

The Fishbeck report examined a three-year 
crash history at that intersection, from 2018 to 
2020. Twenty-three crashes occurred during this 
time. There were no fatal crashes, one serious/ 
incapacitating injury, two minor injuries, one 
possible injury, and 19  property-damage- 
only crashes. The one serious crash involved 
a vehicle on westbound Tyler Road failing to 
stop for a red light and striking the trailer of a 
semi-truck heading northbound on Belleville 
Road. This crash was not caused by the lack of 
left-turn phasing at the intersection, the report 
stated. The predominant crash type was rear-end 
collisions. 

In other business at the 36-minute meeting, 
the DDA: 

e Discussed different grant fundings that may 
be available for adding a center left turn lane on 
Belleville Road from Tyler to Ecorse. McNamara 
asked about making it four lanes, instead of 
three. He said he asked Congresswoman Debbie 
Dingell for $11 million in federal funds for this. 
He suggested setting up a workshop to discuss 
all of their options, including eminent domain, 
which the township can do. One homeowner 
will not give up property for the right of way 
needed and so they may be able to buy the house. 
Secretary Brown, a builder, said construction 
prices have gone up 30-40% this year because of 
materials, fuel, and people, who need to be paid 
more than union wages these days. Ireland said 
they’ve been talking about this road widening 
for a long time and chairman Craig Atchinson 
said it was at least 20 years ago when he first 
heard about it; 

e Reelected the current officers for 2022: 
Chairman Atchinson, vice-chairperson Carol 
Bird, and secretary Brown; 

e Informally directed Ireland to arrange for 
Aerotropolis Director Christopher Girdwood to 
present his yearly update to the board at a future 
meeting; 

e Heard Ireland report that the DDA has had to 
replace three streetlights this year on Belleville 
Road, near Sunrise, Venetian, and Atchinson 
Ford. She said she is ordering more poles to be 
on hand and an inventory check is being done 
on how many small horizontal arms that hold 
the banner arms in place to order, since they are 
failing; and 

e Was informed the DDA is down to two 
Tax Tribunal cases for parcels within the 
DDA District -- two hotels on the Service 
Drive. Ireland said there could be more since 
petitioners have until June 30 to file an appeal 
for the current year’s valuations.

Parrott ends Manistee 
County court case with 
no-contest plea

Former 34" District Court Judge David M. 
Parrott ended his 2018 misdemeanor case in 
Manistee County with a no-contest plea on May 
3. 

The original charge was operating while 
intoxicated, a 93-day misdemeanor. He pled no- 
contest to the 93-day misdemeanor of operating 
while being visibly impaired, which carries 
less severe consequences with the Secretary of 
State’s office. 

Parrott, 62, was sentenced to two days jail time 
with credit for two days served, as well as fines 
and costs totaling $926. 

Jordan Miller, Manistee County chief assistant 
prosecutor, said that given Parrott was subjected 
to pretrial release conditions for two-plus years 
while his case worked its way through the 
appellate system, the judge declined to impose a 
term of probation. 

Among the conditions of Parrott’s pretrial 
was the wearing of a Soberlink Remote Alcohol 
Monitoring device. A Soberlink device is a 
portable breathalyzer that requires the user to 
blow into the device up to four times a day and 
the results are transmitted and monitored by the 
probation department, Miller said. 

Parrott was also subjected to standard conditions 
of pretrial release, including restrictions on his 
ability to travel out of state. He also attended 
outpatient alcohol treatment during the case. 

Parrott’s case had been put on hold in 
Manistee’s 85" District Court until the appeals 
court decision was announced. 

It was on hold again until the Michigan 
Supreme Court considered and on Dec. 22, 2021 
denied his application for leave to appeal the 
Court of Appeals ruling. 

When all his appeals were exhausted, a pretrial 
was set for March 23 at the district court, putting 
the case back in movement. 

A domestic violence charge filed against him 
by his girlfriend on Feb. 8, 2020 in Van Buren 
Township was dismissed by 35" District Court 
Judge James Plakas in Plymouth on a motion of 
the prosecution on Sept. 23, 2021. 

Parrott lost his bid for reelection in 2020, 
weeks after he was suspended by the Michigan 
Supreme Court. 

He recently said he had retired from the 
practice of law.
